Has Already Begun, as Far as
Washington Politicians
Are Concerned.

MRS. BLAINE IS WILLING,

For She Doesn’t Think Her Husband
in Harrison’s Debt.

Nothing Talked o'at the Capital Except
Enthusiasm for the Msagnetic Man
From Mgine—Judge Caldwell Confi-
dent That the Secretary Will Accept—
Merely & Matter of Party Duty—
Clarkson at Quay's House in Wash-
ington—The Latter’s Trip to His Bea-
ver Home Postponed & Day in Conse-
quence of This Visit,

WasHINGTON, May 23 —It Is possible
that the plau of tha anti-Harrisou Repub-
licans to stampede the Minneapolis Con-
vention for Blaine may not be carried out
successfully, but, so far as Washington
politicians are concerned, the stampede has
already begun.

When the fact was announced in dis-
patches more than ten days ago, or imme-
diately after the conference between Sena-
tors Cameron and Qusy, Mr. Platt and

others, that Blaine was the man upon
whom the opposition Republicans would
unite, it was generally thought that Blaine
would make this plan impossible by de-
clining to allow himself to be considered as
& candidate. It was said that he would at
once write asnother Ietter withdrawing
ebsolutely and unconditionally from the
coutest and stating that he would not ac-
cept the nominstion even if made by acela-
mation. Mr. Blaine has Dpot written that
letter, and it is now thought guite unlikely
that he will write it
Another Declarntion Not Neceasary,

In faet, if the word of an influential and
honorable Republican Senator is to ba be-
lieved, Mr. Blsine has stated within the
past lew dars that he feels it entirely un-
necessary for him to take any sction with
regard to the coming Minneapolis conven-
tion. He said in the letter to Mr. Clarkson
that his name will not go before the con-
vention, and it will not, with his consent.
Mr. Blaine considers, however, that he has
sald all that is necessary, and if his
iricnds insist on nominating him. or at-
tempting to do so, it must be at their own
risk.

This attitude of Mr. Blaine is entirely
satisfactory to the anti.Harrison men, and
they feel perfectly confident of being able
w econduct matters to suit themselves, if
Blsine willonly maiotain his present el-
teetive silence

sirs. Blalne on the Sulijeot.

The statement that Blaine has thus, nega-
tively at least, placed himself in the hands
of his {riends, finds confirmation in the fact
that Mrs. Blaine has also, within the past
few dnys, stated with the utmost emphasis
1ha: Mr. Blaine is not under any obliga-
tions to the President, so far as polities is
concerned, and that he will under no cir-
cumstances do anything more than he has
slresdy done to prevent his friends from
sttempting to bring about his nomination,
This report of Mrs Blaine's announcement
is not bearsay, but is an absolute fact,

Senator Quay will leave Washington to-
morrow for his home in Beaver, Pa., and
will remsin there until about next Mondsy,
when he will returna to Washington for a
day or two before joining his Senstorial
colleagues and other Washington Repub-
licans in their journey to Minneapolis. A
pariy of Senators is now being made up to
take the trip together, and itis & some-
what notable fact that almost every one of
them is opposed to Harrison's nomination

Secretary Elaine's Final Assarances,

Mr. Quay will leave the city with the
assurance conveyed to him direetly that
Mr, Blaipe will not refuse to aceept the
nomnation if it comes to him as the per-
fectly unanimous sentiment of the Repub-
lieuns assembled in convention at Minne-
apolis

Nothing has been talked of in Washing-
ton but the wonderful enthusiasm that has
been aroused by the knowledge that Blaine
is apt to be = candidate after all, and Dego-
crats as well as Republicans now begia to
acoept it as an assured fact that Mr. Harri-
son will meet with a relentless and over-
powering opposition when his managers
arrive in Minneapolia. Men who ten days
ago laughed at the idea of Blaine allowing
Lis name to be used now admit that it looks
s il he were the most available and likely
candidate.

In conpection with the Blaine gossip to-
day, it was significant that one of the most
outspoken Blaineites was Representative
Culdwell, of Ohlo, whe is ex-Governor
l’furnrer'a u-llita lientmun: ant:!uljl'.nirnc;:n
of the newly-organized ublican -
gressional Campaign Goﬂlmn}:.ue. He in-
tormed his colleagues and those who inter-
viewed him on the subject that Blaine
would accept the nomination, notwith-
standing all that bas been said to the con-
trary.

Merely a Matter of Party Daty.

Judge Caldwell appesred to be so confi-
dent that bis predicdion will be verified
that many persons supposed that he had
gome inside intelligence which Mr. Blaine's
Maine friends did not reveal.

CLARKSON AT QUAY'S.

The National Chalrman’s Double Mission to
Washington—He Wants to Consult With
the Ex-Chalrman, snd He Is Ralsing
SBome of the Needful,

WasSHINGTON, May 23. — [Special.] —
Chairman Olarkson, of the National Repub-
lican Committee, arrived in Washington
this evening from New York, and went
directly to the house of Senator Quay, where
a conference was held, Mr Clarkson and
Lis stenographer were registered st the
Arlington Hotel, but Mr. Clarkson had not
putin an appearanceé at1l o'clock. The
statement was given out by Colonel H. L.
Bwords, who was at the station on the ar-
rival of the train, that Mr. Clarkson was
met with a carriage and was spirited away
no one knew whither.

Senator Quay undoubtedly knew, how-
ever, for he I.uuf been waiting all day to see
the Nationnl Chairman. The BSenator
wanted to leave for Beaver to-night, but
decided to wait over until to-morrow for
the express purpose of talking with Mr
Clarkson. Heny Cabot Lodge and n-
cey I Filley were on the train with Mr.
Clarkson, and they passed Mr. Blaine be-
tween Philadelphia and Baltimore.

Quay Wunts to Taik With Clarkson.

Senator Quay is anxious to talk to Mr.
Clarkson about the Blaine programme, and
that the Senator is confident it will win is
shown by the fact that he expressed toa
Senator colleague to-day the belief that Mr,
Blaine would certainly be nominated.

An Tows Republican who, has been long
intimate with Mr. Clarkson,said to-day that
the latrer is so bitter In his opposition to
Harrison that he would resign his place as
Chairmnan of the National Committee if the
President should be renominated.

Mr. Clarkson has other important busi-
ness in Washington than conferring with
Senator Quav. The National Committes is
short of funds; in faet, its treasury is said
to_be bankrupt, and unless some sized
subseriptions are received soon the literary
buresn in operation here will have to be
abandoned. It is thought, however, that
some way will be fonnd to prolong its exist-
ence until the campaign is fairly under way
and the money for political purposes more
plentiful than it is now,

Secretary Traer Fins a Little Boe,

The departure of Secretary Traey from
Washington adds interest to the very lively
political gossip that is being indulged in st
prasent. It is understood at the Navy De-
partment that the Secretary will not return
to Whshington until June 1, and that he
will spend the incerval in New York State,
working smong the delegates in the interest
of his chief, Benjamin Harrison.

In this connection it is reported here to-
night that the Secretary is rather hopeful
that in the event of the renominstion of
Benjamin Harrison there may be a place on
the ticket for Benjamin F. Tracy.

FIERY FORAKER I8 FRANE.

While He May Not Nominate Blaine Him-
self, He Thinks the Latter Will Lead
His Party Again—His Own Health None
of the Best Just Now.

CixcINNATI, May 23 —Ex-Governor
Foraker was a busy man to-night, notwith-
standing that his health has not been at the
best tor several days. A rumor that had
evidently grown into the dignity of & re-
port had gone abrond that an important
arrangement had been made involving him
in the essential work of the coming National
Convention at Minneapolis e effect
upon the ex-Governor was to flood him with
inquiries,

a representative of the Associated
Press, who was amoung the first to make a
personal inquiry as to the truth that For-
aker was to make the speech in the conyen-
tion nominating James G. Blaine for the
Presidency, the ex-Governor was exceed-
ingly frank, althongh not profuse in his
answer.

“I do not know anvthing abont such a re-
port,” he eaid, “‘and have never said I
would nominate Mr. Blaine.”

Then, thinkine a moment, a= if not econ-
tent to leave the matter in such an unsatis-
factory state, he added: *T have said, how-
ever, that in my judgment Mr. aine
should be nominated, and it is my opinion
that he will be nominated.”

“Your soswer does not say you will not
make the nomination h, but only that
you bave never said that you would,” was
suggested by way of getting a more explicit
statement.”

“It is sufficient,” he replied, *to
indieste plainly what is my preference for
President.”

His manner indicated that he was more
impressed with the main fact of who shounld
be nominated than with the smaller
preliminary eomcerning who shonld make
the nominating speech. He said, however,
on the subject, that somebody must have
been industrious in circulating reports, as
be had been queried from numerous quariers,
and even then his doorbell was ringing once
every five minutes by ne per represent-
atives calling to verify the report, which
notwithstanding  his  half-way  denial,
everybody finds it essy to believe.

NEw YORK, May 23 —William H. Van-
derbilt, aged 21, son of Cornelius Vander-
bils, died to night at 10:15 o'clock. His
father, mother, brother and sister were
present when he passed away.

He had been weak all of the earlier part
of yesterday, and was gradually recovering
trom the eftects of hemorrhages of Sunday,
until, at 835 to-night, he had another
hemorrhaxe of the stomach. Dr. McLane
was with him when he died. He appar-
ently rallied from the attack under Dr.
MoLane's treatment and then went to
sleep. Hissleep was a perpetual one, for
he never awoke.

He was taken ill on May 4 at New Haven,
Conn., at that time very serlously. As
there was no typhus fever in New Haven at
that time it is supposed he contracted the
disease while on a trip through the West-
ern States about the Euster holidays.
Chauncey M. Depew said to-night that at
the time of the trip Mr, Vanderbilt was not
in good health and susceptibie to ditease.

NO COLOR LINE DRAWN.

White Men In the South Lynched for the
Same Crime That Negroes Are.

ATLANTA, GA., May 23.—[Special ]—In
ao interview, Bishop Fitzgerald, in regard
to the recent lynching of negroes by South-
ern mobs, says: “The unspeakable crime
for which they were lynched outlaws the
perpetrator, whether white or black, in
every part of the United States. Frequent
lynchings have oecurred from time to time
in the North, but they appearto be for-
got:en entirely, The white men In the
South who are guilty of the same crime
meet as swift a doom as the black man, It
is notable that in sll the spasms of indigna-
tion against the Sonthern people because of
thess lynohings, no word of sympathy has
been spoken for the white women who were
their vietims,

“The fact is,” went on the Bishop, "that
the best element of the negro race has no
szmpatby with the crimes that resuls in
these outbreaks, and they are beilnning to
realize that Bouthern people are their truest
friends. They have no desire to go where
their professed friends are more numerous
sod noisy, but Frefer to remain among the
white people of the South.”

Causes Wild Excitement in the
Neighborhood of Chartiers,

FOUND DEAD IN AN OLD BARN,

Her Head Resting on s Pole and a Bullet
Hole in Her Temple.

N0 ENOWN REABON FOR THE TRAGEDY

In an old-fashioned barn on a farm near
McKee's Rocks, James Nichols yesterday
found his daughter lying dead. Before her,
where 1t had fullen from her grasp
when death ecame, lay her broth-
er's revolver with three chambers
empty. One ball had entered her right
temple, but there was no other wound. The
neighbors said they heard three shots, Be-
yond that, practically nothing is known of
Allegheny county’s latest mystery. Some
believe it was suicide, but the at'zce of
powder marks throw a doubt on th S
as it also does that 1t was an aecis q,‘_‘,_

is only 26 years old and very pret

father owne one of the finest farms in the
Shite and the familyis the oldest in t
section of the country outside the McKees,
The farm faces the Ohio river..~” Last
winter the old mansiop” house
burned down and the family is living in
one of the farm houses untfl the new home
is completed. ' There were four boys and
two girls in the family. Nearly all are
married and live away from home.

Found Dead in the Old BDarn,

Yesterday the father had gone to McKee's
Rocks, and about 2 o’clock the mother went
over to the house of Mrs. MeCoy, who was
celebrating her 90th birthday. Before leav-
ing Cors said she intended to kill a chicken
and bave it ready for dinner the next day.
The mother started to' MeCoy's and the girl
goon after went to the old stable in the
ravine below.

The father returned home abont 6 o'clock,
but finding no one about the house, hs went
down to the old stablee He canght
sight of his daughter’s dress just inside the
door. When be got nearer he found her
crouched, half kneeling with her head rest-
ing on a pole, as if she had just fallen for-
ward. He next canght sight of the bullet
hole in her temple, TUnder her lay
the dead chicken. She had cut
off its  head. Beside her  was
the ax and just beyond  her
reach was the vevolver. The father was
afraid to move the body, and hastened to
McKee’s Rocka to notify 'Squire Miles
Bryan. On the way he told the neighbors,
and the whole eonntryside is aroused.

There Were No Powder Burns,

*Squire Bryan told him it would be all
right to move the body, and Dr, J. W. On-
stott accompanied the father home. When
the doctor wes interviewed he told how she
was found and then said: ““The famlily be-
lieve it was an accident, but when I exam-
ined the wound I ecould find no powder
burns, T would not like to say just how
close the muzzle was when the shot
was fired. The revolver belonged to her
brother, Alexander Nichols, and the mother
told me the girl had been in the habit of
shooting st a mark with it. Beveral da

she said the next time they wanted s
chicken she would shoot 1t I examined
the fowl and could not find that it had been
shot. BShe had evidently caught it alive
and then cut its head off, so it cannot
be explained that she accidentally shot
herself while firing at the chickens. There
is no way of accounting for a suicide, She
was a most estimable young lady and never
had any tronble. She was well edueated
and had a8 number of admirers, but no lover
in particular, and the family cannot think
of anything that would cause the girl
to end her own life. I had the bod
taken to the house and Mr. Bryan notifi
the Coroner. The family refuse to believe
anything save that it was an aceident.”

Many Belleve It Was Murder,

There are some, however, that believe it
wae a murder, Near the farm a t man
Hungsrians are employed on the mﬂroni
and it is thought they attacked her st the
barn and that the three chambers wers
emptied at her assailants instead of at her-
self. The absence of powder burns also in-
dicates this, for when a gunshot wound is
self-inflicted the flesh about it is always
blackened and burned.

Mra. H. ¥. Heber, a sister, who lives in
McKee's Rocks, favors this idea, for she
declares there was no reason on earth for
Cora Nichols killing herself, and the suicide
theory does not seem probable,

The Supreme Court Denies
an Increase in Wages to
Treasurer Bell,

AND CHOPS OFF A TRIFLE.

His Yearly Stipend Determined by
Two Special Acls That

A GENERAL LAW DID NOT REPEAL.

County (fficers Sorely Parplexed by &
Eweeping Decision,

GLAD TO GET EVEN PRESENT SALARIES

The Pennsylvania Supreme Court has a
playful babit now and thea of putting
faithful subjects between his Satanie
Majesty and the deep sea. Not long ago
the Pittsburg streei acts were knocked out
and eonfusion reigned. Now it is the Alle-
gheny county officers and their salaries that
are on the anxious seats,

There is a world of suspense in an opin-
ion Banded down by Justice Heydrick yes-
terday on a motion to quash the appeal in
the ease of County Treasurer John A. Bell
vs the county of Allegheny, reversing the
judgment of Judge Stowe and entering
judgment in favor of the defendants upon
the demurrer.  Justice Mitchell dis-
sented, |

This case was brought and argued to de-
termine whether the county officers wers
entitled to an incresze of salarv or not
under the new census apportionment, which
placed the population of Allegheny county
at 561,000, With Mr. Bell it meant an ad-
vance from §5,000 to £10,000 per year, and
wans worth fighting for. Thisis the Treas-
urer's szlary in Philadelphia

Judge Btowe Approved the Increasns,

Judge Stowe lnst December decided that
Mr. Dell was eatitled to the increase, and
an appeal was taken from this decisi on by
ten taxpayers to the Supreme Court TIn

substance the Court  decided that
a general act does not repeal
a  special one,  unless it is

particularly named. The salary of the
Treasurer was fixed at $4,000 by ap act re-
lating to Allegheny eounty in 1861, and by
& supplementary act in 1870 it was in-
creased §500, ‘Lhe Court then says, “unless
these nots have been repealed the salary of
that office is now §4,500 per annum.™

Under the salary act of 1881 the county
treasurer received £5,000 per vear. Tha
general opinion now is that instead of get-
ting an advance of" §5,000, Mr. Bell will
have his yearly stipend redoeed 3500, This
is not pleasant, to suy the least. If the de-
cision stopped here, however, the tuture
would be clear enongh, but it raises so
many doubis concerning the salaries of
other county officers that Commissioner
D. J. Bovle, for one, thinks that no =al-
ary warrants can be issoed until it is known
just what the per annum stipend is in each
case,

Slightly Mixed In Their Opinions,

Commissioner Mercer, Recorder Von
Bonnhorst and Register Conner, with other
county officers, were nonplussed, and did
not know what conclusion to draw. They
prefer to wauit for more light,
though they talked freely about the de-
eision, Recorder Von Bonnhorst dismissed
the subject by saying he was not lawyer
enough to interpret a Supreme Court de-
cision, and he never could make head or
tail out of what the learned justices wrote
in their nicely-worded opinions :

‘When the question of inereasing the sal-
aries of county officers under the new cen-
sus was raized, the officers refrained, with
the exception of Controller Grier, from
drawing their pay. It is now 17 months
since they have received their wages, but
when Judge Stowe decided that Tressurer
Bell was entitled to an inersase last De-
eember, Controller Grier concluded to draw
his =alary of $4,000 for the year. It
was intimated last evening that apply-
ing the decision to Mr, Grier's case his
nFnry is fixed by special acts, and it is not
that much,

Catting Down the Controller’s Salary.

Commissioner Mercer says the Control-
ler's office was created by the act of 1861,
and the yearly stipend was ﬂrut at $2,500,
Subsequently it was advanced §500 or 31,-
000, he couldn't remember the exaoct
amount. Others hold that the Controller’s
salary, as an example, is only $2,500, just
what the aoct of 1861 made it. This is all
guess work, as the same line of ressoning
will apply to all the county officers.

Before the census of 1590 was taken, the
officers were ?id under the general saiary
act of 1881. It was an amendment to the
act of 1876, fixing the salaries in connties
where the population is more than 300,000
and less than 300,000. The act of 14376
provided for countries having a population
not less than 150,000 nor more than 300,000,

The old salaries per year are as follows:
Sheriil, 86,500; Coroner, £2,500; Prothona~
tory, £6,000; Clerk of Conrts,$4,500; ister,
€4,000; Recorder, §3,000; Controlier, 000;
Connty Treasurer, $5,000; Commissioners,
€2 500 each. The other officers are minor,
and not so important. The District Attor-
ney received $5,000, but under the sot of
mgx he now gets £G6,00{. By the same
act the county juilor was Increased
from 82,600 to $3,000, county detechive from
$1,200 to §1,5600 and the connty solicitor was
also cared for

The Effect of the Declsion.

If the Supreme Court had decided the
other way in Treasurer Bell's case, the
Sherifi’s snlary would have been pushed up
to $15,000 yearly, provided the office conld
earn it. A fair average would be £10,000,
as the office doesn’t pay, clear of expenses,
more than from §2,000 io $3,000 sne
nnally, The Coroner would have received
£5,000; Prothonotary under the acts of 1578
and 1 $10,000; Controller, undar the act
of 1876, #10,000; under the act of 1883,!3,%
Commissioners, under wet of 1883, £5,
apiece; Clerk of Courts, under act of 1878,
$10,000; under act of 1883, £5,000; Reglster,

,000; Recorder, under act of 1676,
$12,000; under act of 1883 $10,000;
